The recipe for financial success over the 
ether, according to Dr. Telford, is in “knowing 
how to talk to the people.” He added, “There's 
lots of money to be had in this work if you 
know how to talk to the people.” 

At a time when it looked as if the right- 
wingers of the movement were going to oust 
the doctor and his friends from all offices, Dr. 
Telford made an offer to voluntarily pass over 
everything to the executive committee so long 
as he was allowed one night a week on the air 
for what he calls his Challenge Radio Talk. 

In the end, however, the left-wingers won 
all along the ljne, with the result that Dr. Tel- 
ford not only keeps his radio work, but was 
elected president of the provincial movement, 
ahead of Rev. Robert Connell, M.L.A., who 
leads the C.C.F. forces in the B.C. Legislature.

QUESTION: Mr. L. H. asks; “Could you tell 
me for what purpose a patient is given a blood 
sedimentation test?” 
ANSWER: The blood sedimentation test 
based upon the fact that during acute inflam- 
matory disorders the rate of blood sedimen-

tation is increased. Some of the conditions in 
which there appears a sedimentation rate more 
rapid than normai are: active, tuberculosis 


acute arthrits, pregnancy, pneumonia, inflam- 
mation of the tonsils, and wounds. The general 
rule which is followed is that a sedimentation 
rate within 30 minutes means that there is pres- 
ent an active inflammation in the body. If the 
blood sedimentation takes more than two hours, 
this rules out the possiblity of an actvie inflam- 
mation. When the blood sedimentation is rapid, 
that is within ,30 minutes, the doctor may be 
sure that there is present an accumulation of 
pus within the body. This test is often of great 
value in tuberculosis of the lungs 

QUESTION: Mrs. Reader asks: “Will you ex- 
plain the method of preparing fr canned 
fruit?” 

ANSWER: Do can of fruit—- 
pineapple, peaches, berries, —but 
the label, placing the can in a bucket and en- 
tirely surrounding it with a mixture of chopped 
ice and ice cream salt.

Mddie McFadyen and Johnny Shipley are another pair of 
stylish shotmakers who are likely to meet in the afternoon, 
although McFadyen must first eliminate Don McLeod who 
may score an upset and oust the Prince Rupert star. Charlie 
Grant of Calgary is favored to come through his morning 
round with Emil Martell. 

The top half of the draw is filled with potential upsets 
and few of the club house experts are agreed on who will 
survive the morning round.
